.. The following account of a horrid and gruel p 
ishment inflicted on a Negro at Surrina 
is extraetéd from Captain Stedman's Travel 

“jn South America, 


This Negro, whose name was Neptune, was 
slave, but his own master, and a carpenter 
tirade ; he was young and handsome, hut havin 
killed the overseer uf the estate Altona, in the F 
ra CreeR, in consequence of some dispute, he jus 
ly forfeited bis life The particulirs, howev 
are worth relating: This man, haviog stelen 
sheep to entertgin a favourite young woman t 
overseer, who burnt with jealonsy, had determined 
to see him hanged, to prevent which, the neg 
shot him dead among the sugar canes ; for the 
offences, of course, he was sentenced to be bro 
ken alive upon the rack without the benefit of t 
coup de grace, or mercy stroke hformed of th 
dyeadful sentence, he compesediv laid hims« 
down on his back on a strong ervas, on which, wi 
arms aid legs expai ded, he was fastened by ropes 
the executioner, alse a black man, iiaving no 
with a hatchet chopped off his left hand, next too 
a heavy iron bar, “ith which, by repeated blow 
he broke his bones to shivers, til the marrow 
blood, ard splinters flew about the field— but the 
prisoner never uttered a groan nor asigh. Ti 
ropes being next unlashed, | imagined him dead 
and felt happy—til'the Magistrates stirring to de 
part, he writhed himself from the cross, when 
fell on the grass, and damned: them all for a set 
of barbarous rascals: at the same tine, removing 
his right hand by the help of his teeth, he rest 
his head on part of tho timb. r, and asked the by 
standers for a pipe of tobacco, which was inf; 
mously answered by kicking and spitting on him, 
till 1, with some American seamen, thought pro. 
perto prevem it. He then begged that his head 
might be chopped off, but to no purpose, At last, 
seeing no end to his «misery, he declared, that 
though he had deserved death, he had not expec. 
ted to die so many deaths. However, said he, you 
Christians have missed your aim at last, aid I vow 
care not were [to remain thus one month longer 
After which he sung two extempore songs, with a 
clear vuice, the subjects of which wee to bid a. 
dieu to his living fiends, and to scquaint his de. 
ceased relations, that ina very litt'e time he shoud 
be with them, to enjoy theit comyary forever in a 
better place. This done, he calmly entered into 
conversation with some gentic men concerning his 
trial, reiating every particalar with uncommon 
tranquility. * Bur,(said he abrup 1) br the sun 
it must be eight o’clock, and by any longer dis. 
course, I shuld be sorry to be the occasion of your 
losing your breakfast.” Then. casting his eyes on 
a Jew, whose hame was De Vrie*, A propos, Sir, 
said he, wont you please to pay me the ten shil- 
lings you owe me?) For what io de’ To bur 
meat and drink, to be sure, don‘t you perceive 1 
am io be keptalive? which speech, seeing fhe 
Jew stare lke a fool, this manged wretch sc- 
companied with «a loud hugh. Next observiog a 
soldier who stood cent nel over him biting occasions 
aliy on a piece ot dry br ad, he asked bim, how it 
came to puss tht he, a white man, should have 
no meat toeat along with it? Because 1 am not so 
rich, answered he soidier, Then 1 will make youa 
present, Sir, sid the negro, first pick my hand, 
which was chopped off, cian io the bores —next 
begin to devour my bedy, til you are ghitied, when 
you will nave both bread and meat as bes: Lecomes 
you—shich piece ot humour was followed by a se- 
cond Jaugh, and thus he continued till I left him, 
which was about thice hours after the dreadful 
executiun. 

1 must now relate an incident which, as it had 2 
momentary effect on my imagination, might have 
had a lasiing one on some who had not investiga: 
ted the real cause of it, a.d which it cave me ro 
small satisiuction io discover. About three o’clock 
in the aflernoon, walking towards the place of ex- 
ecution, with my thouglits full of the affecting 
scene, and the image ot ihe sufferer fresh in my 
maind, the first object which | saw was his head, at 
some distauce, plucedon a stake, nodding to me 
backward and forwards, asif it had really been a- 
live.
